Hobson of the flagship New Y'ork, with 
a v olunteer crew of sev en men, under 
cov er of the darkness, after the moon 
had set, shortly after 3 o’clock this 
morning, ran the big collier Merrimac 
into the throat of the harbor, swung 
her broadside across the channel and 
then exploded and sank her. He suc­ 
ceeded iu this desperate enterprise 
under the fires of the batteries and 
forts, which guard the entrance, wdth- 
out support from the fleet. 
Ensign Powell of the New York, with 
a steam launch, crept close under the 
guns of Morro castle to take off the 
heroes of the Merrimac and remained 
there plnckily until daylight discov ered 
his position without seeing a trace of 
the Merrimac’s daring crew. 
To hav e 
remained longer would hav e been sheer 
madness. 
As it was, he retired nuder 
a heav y Are from Mauser rifles and the 
heav y guns of the lotteries. 
Lieutenant Hobson and his men are 
now Spanish prisoners, as a flag of 
truce aunouuced, and will be exchanged 
in due course of time; but that their 
mission was sucocessful admits of no 
doubt. Ensign Powell distinctly saw 
the spars of the wrecked ship in the 
middle of the channel. 
Lieutenant 
Hobson planted her at the v ery spot he 
had selected. 
When Rear Admiral Sampson joined 
Oommodore Schley on Wednesday, the 
latter had adlready ascertained that it 
would be impossible for the fleet to 
crawl into the rat hole in which the 
Si^nish fleet had taken refuge. The 
mines across the entrance and the bat­ 
teries which commanded it made the 
mere contemplation of it an act of folly. 
Commodore Schley was inclined to 
think the dynamite cruiser Vesuv ius 
might be able to oountermiue, but the 
ships would hav e to go in single file 
and if one was sunk iu the channel the 
progress of the others would be blocked. 
It was then that Lieutenant Hob^n 
conceiv ed the scheme of sinking a big 
collier across the harbor entrance and 
asked to be allowed to execute it 
himself. 
Lieutentant Hobson’s chief anxiety 
was that iu the dark he might miss the 
narrow gut and run on to the shoals at 
the west of the entrance. To prev ent 
the possibility of this the plan of allow­ 
ing the Merrimac to run iu under the 
Spanish flag with the fleet in feigned 
pursuit, firing the blank cartridges and 
blazing the path to the harbor entrance 
with searchlights was considered, but 
abandoned, because, among other rea- 
ons, Lieutenant Hobson and his v olun- 
^ r crew did not want to die, if their 
hv es should be sacrificed, under false 
colors. 
They wanted to go down with 
the Stars and Stripes floating proudly 
from the Merrimao. 
When the admiral's couseut was ob­ 
tained, Lieutenant Hobson became im­ 
patient of all delay, and that v ery 
night, after the moon went down, he 
set the time for the attempt. Volun- 
t^rs were called for on all the ships of 
the fleet, and to the credit of the Arneri- 
^ n nav y, be it said that few flinchM. 
Hot^n decided to risk as few liv es as 
possible. He picked three men from 
the New Y’ork and three from the Mer- 
riniac. The latter were green in the 
*‘^Tv ice, but they knew the ship and had 
pleade d hard to go, and one man stowed 
away on board the collier. 
Other men .selected from 
v arious 
Ships, with Ensign Powell in command, 
fanned the launch which was to be at 
me harbor mouth and take off those

daring officer. Lieutenant Hobson sent 
b ^ k a protest, with a request for iK‘r- 
misaiou to proceed. But the adniiral 
decliiied to allow him to take the risk 
and slowly the Merrimac swung about. 
This morniug the Merrimac started 
m shortly after 3 o’clock. The full 
mom had disappeared behind a black 
cloud bank in the west. Suddenly sev ­ 
eral bkxxl red tongues of flame shot 
down from the rocky eminence on 
which Morro Castle is situated. They 
were foUow'ed by jets and streams of 
fir© from the batteries opposite. Into 
th© murderous hail showered down on 
her the Mernmmj passed and mov ed on 
a full quarter of a mile, enfiladed from 
sides, rear and fsont with a plunging 
Are from th© battaries that surrounded 
her. After about fiv e minutes the fir­ 
ing ceased and all btx'ame dark again. 
When the curtain of the night was at 
last lifted the light disclos^ a tiny 
steam launch riding the wav es at the 
v ery throat of the entrance of the har­ 
bor. In an instant the guns of the 
shore ^tterio s were turned upon her, 
and, with a last lingering, v ain Kxik for 
the crew of the Merrimac, Ensign Pow­ 
ell headed his launch close along shore 
to the westward. The guns of the bat­ 
teries to the westward could not be de­ 
pressed enough to hit the little launch 
Slid the guns on Morro castle could not 
bear upon her. 
But the Spaniards nev ertheless fired 
wildly, ov ershooting the launch until 
the latter was fully two miles up the 
coast. Then some of the shells began 
to drop fairly close and one of them 
threw a cloud of spray on board the 
small craft. In the meantime the ships 
of the fleet had drawn on until the New 
York, Massachusetts, Texas and Marble­ 
head were barely three miles off Morro 
castle. 
It is now thought to be impossible for 
the Spaniards to get out or for any v es­ 
sel to get into the harbor. Therefore, 
the Spanish first class armored cruisers 
Maria Teressa, Cristobal Colon, Vizcaya 
and Almirante Oquendo, with the two 
torpedoboat destroyers Furor and Pin- 
ton, are no longer of any use to Spain. 
This result was accomplished through 
the heroism of Lieutenant Richmond P. 
Hobson, a s s is te na v a l constructor, 
and Daniel Montague, George Charette, 
J. C. Muiphy, Oscar Deiguan, John P. 
Phillips, John Kelly and H. Clausen. 
The latter, a coxswain of the New 
York, took part in 
the expedition 
against orders. They were all captured 
by the Spaniards, but the Spanish ad­ 
miral, in rect^uition of their brav ery, 
sent word to the American admiral, 
under a flag of truce, that he was will­ 
ing to exchange the prisoners and as­ 
suring the American commander that 
they would be treated with the greatest 
kiuduess. Mouey and prov isions hav e 
been sent to them and the necessary 
steps are being taken to bnng about 
their exchange. 
Montague is chief master of arms of 
the New York. He has serv ed four 
years in the nav y, is 29 years old and 
his home is iu Brooklyn. 
George Charette is a gunner mate of 
the first class on board the New York. 
He has serv ed 14 years in the nav y, is 
31 years old and resides at Lowell, 
Mass. 
J. C. Murphy is a coxswain of the 
Iowa. 
Oscar Deiguan is a coxswain of the 
Merrimac and is about 24 years old. 
John P. Phillips is a machinist of the 
first class belonging to the Merrimac, 
He is 36 years of age and his home is iu 
Boston. 
John Kelly is a water tender, about 
85 years old. His home is near Glasgow’, 
Scotland. 
R. Clausen, who slipped on board the 
Merrimac without permission iu order 
to take part iu the expedition, is a 
coxswain of the New Y'ork. 
Lieutenant Richmond Pearson Hob­ 
son, assistant nav al constructor, was 
born at Greensboro, Ala., on Aug. 17, 
1870, w’as appointed, after a competitiv e 
examination, to the nav al academy iu 
May, 1885. 
The three men from the Merrimac s 
crew were all green hands and shipped 
recently for the war. 
The Merrimac had on board about 
600 tons of coal when she was scuttled 
across the channel. 
The launch from the cruiser which 
followed the Merrimac to the mouth of 
the harbor had the following crew on

HEROIC HOBSON. 


Some Details of His * Exploit at 


Santiago De Cuba. 
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On B o a r d t h e D is p a t c h B o a t D a u n t ­ 
le s s , O f f S a n t i a g o d e C u b a , June 3, 
via Port Antonio, June 4.—(Delayed in 
transmission)—Lieutenant Richmon P. 
Hobson of the flagship New York, with 
* volunteer crow of seven men, under 
cover of the darkness, after the moon 
had set, shortly after 3 o’clock this 
morning, ran the big collier Merrimac 
into the throat of the harbor, swung 
her broadside across the channel and 
then exploded and sank her. 
He suc­ 
ceeded in this desperate enterprise 
under the fires of the batteries and 
forts, which guard the entrance, w ith­ 
out support from the fleet. 
Ensign Powell of the New York, with 
a steam launch, crept close under the 
guns of Morro castle to take off the 
heroes of the Merrimac and remained 
there pluckily until daylight discovered 
his position without seeing a trace of 
the Merrimac’s daring crew. 
To have 
remained longer would have been sheer 
madness. 
As it was, he retired under 
a heavy fire from Manser rifles and the 
heavy guns of the batteries. 
Lieutenant Hobson and his men are 
now Spanish prisoners, as a flag of 
truce announced, and will be exchanged 
in due course of time; but that their 
mission was successful admits of no 
doubt. Ensign Powell distinctly saw 
the spars of the wrecked ship in the 
middle of the channel. 
Lieutenant 
Hobson planted her at the very spot he 
had selected. 
When Hear Admiral Sampson joined 
Commodore Schley on Wednesday, the 
latter had adlready ascertained that it 
would be impossible for the fleet to 
crawl into the rat hole in which the 
Spanish fleet had taken refuge. The 
mines across the entrance and the bat­ 
teries which commanded it made the 
mere contemplation of it an act of folly. 
Commodore Schley was inclined to 
think the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius 
Blight be able to countermine, but the 
ships would have to go in single file 
aud if one was sunk in the channel the 
progress of the others would be blocked. 
It was then that Lieutenant Hobson 
conceived the scheme of sinking a big 
collier across the harbor entrance aud 
asked to be allowed to execute it 
himself. 
Lieutentant Hobson’s chief anxiety 
was that iii the dark he might miss the 
narrow gut and m n on to tho shoals at 
the west of the entrance. To prevent 
the possibility of this the plan or allow­ 
ing the Merrimac to run in under the 
Spanish flag w ith the fleet in feigned 
pursuit, bring the blank cartridges and 
blazing the path to the harbor entrance 
with searchlights was considered, but 
abandoned, because, among other rea­ 
lms, Lieutenant Hobson and his volun­ 
teer crew did not w ant to die, if their 
lives should be sacrificed, under false 
colors. 
They wanted to go down with 
the Stars and Stripes floating proudly 
Rom the Merrimac. 
When the adm iral’s consent was ob­ 
tained, Lieutenant Hobson became im­ 
patient of all delay, aud that very 
uight, after the moon went down, he 
set the time for the attempt. Volun­ 
teers were called for on all the ships of 
the fleet, and to the credit of the Ameri­ 
can navy, be it said that few flinched. 
Hobson decided to risk as few lives as 
possible. He picked three men from 
the New York and three from the Mer­ 
rimac. The latter were green in the 
service, but they knew the ship and had 
pleaded hard to go, and one man stowed 
ftway on board the collier. 
Other men selected from 
various 
"laps, with Ensign Powell in command, 
manned the launch which was to be at 
the harbor mouth and take off those 
Who escaped. 
The Merrimac was made ready.

with the sky paling iu the east, lieu ­ 
tenant Hobson headed in on his des- 
perare mission. 
Admiral Sampson decided that the 
Merrimac oould not reach the entrance 
betore broad daylight. 
Consequently 
the 
torpedoboat Porter, 
which was 
alongside, was dispatched to recall the 
daring officer. 
Lieutenant Hobson sent 
back a protest, with a request for per­ 
mission to proceed. 
But the admiral 
declined to allow him to take the risk 
^ 
slowly the Merrimac swung about. 
ibis morning the Merrimac started 
in shortly after 3 o’clock. The full 
moon hart disappeared behind a black 
cloud bank in the west. 
Sudden y sev­ 
eral blood red tongues of flame' shot 
down from the 
rocky eminence on 
which Morro Castle is situated. They 
were follow ed by jets aud streams of 
fire from the batteries opposite. 
Into 
the murderous hail showered down on 
her the Merrill!*® passed and moved on 
a full quarter ©r a mile, enfiladed from 
sides, rear ami fiout with a plunging 
fire from the batteries that surrounded 
her. 
After about five minutes the fir­ 
ing ceased and all became dark again. 
When the curtain of the night was at 
last lifted the light disclosed a tiny 
steam launch riding the waves at the 
very throat of the entrance of the har­ 
bor. In an instant the guns of the 
shore batteries were turned upon her, 
and, with a last lingering, vain look for 
tile crew of the Merrimac, Ensign Pow­ 
ell headed his launch close along shore 
to the westward. The guns of the bat­ 
teries to the westward could not be de­ 
pressed enough to hit the little launch 
sud the guns on Morro castle could not 
bear upon her. 
But the Spaniards nevertheless fired 
wildly, overshooting the launch until 
the latter was fully two miles up the 
coast. Then some of the shells began 
to drop fairly close and one of them 
threw a cloud of spray on board the 
small craft. In the meantime the ships 
of the fleet had drawn on nntil the New 
Y'ork, Massachusetts, Texas and Marble­ 
head were barely three miles off Morro 
castle. 
It is now thought to be impossible for 
the Spaniards to get out or for any ves­ 
sel to get into the harbor. Therefore, 
the Spanish first class armored cruisers 
Maria Teressa, Cristobal Colon, Vizcaya 
and Almirante Oquendo, witli tike two 
torpedoboat destroyers Furor and Plu­ 
ton, are no longer of any use to Spain. 
This result w as accomplished through 
the heroism of Lieutenant Richmond P. 
Hobson, assist*? v naval constructor, 
and Daniel Montague, George Charette, 
J. C. Murphy, Oscar Deiguan, John P. 
Phillips, John Kelly and H. Clausen. 
The latter, a coxswain of the New 
York, took part in 
the 
expedition 
against orders. 
They were all captured 
by the Spaniards, but the Spanish ad­ 
miral, in recognition of their bravery, 
sent word to the American admiral, 
under a flag of truce, that he was will­ 
ing to exchange the prisoners and as­ 
suring the American commander that 
they would be treated with the greatest 
kindness. Mouey and provisions have 
been sent to them and the necessary 
steps are being taken to bring abont 
their exchange. 
Montague is chief master of arms of 
the New York. He has served four 
years in the navy, is 29 years old and 
his home i3 in Brooklyn. 
George Charette is a gunner mate of 
the first class on board the New York. 
He has served 14 years iii the navy, is 
31 years old and resides at Lowell, 
Mass. 
J. C. Murphy is a coxswain of the 
Iowa. 
Oscar Deignan is a coxswain of the 
Merrimac and is about 24 years old. 
John P. Phillips is a machinist of the 
first class belonging to the Merrimac, 
He is 36 years of age aud his home is in 
Boston. 
John Kelly is a water tender, about 
35 years old. His home is near Glasgow, 
Scotland. 
R. Clausen, who slipped on board the 
Merrimac without permission in order 
to take part in the expedition, is a 
coxswain of the New' York. 
Lieutenant Richmond Pearson Hob­ 
son, assistant naval constructor, was 
born at Greensboro, Ala., on Aug. 17, 
1870, wras appointed, after a competitive 
examination, to the naval academy in 
May, 1885. 
The three men from the Merrimac’s 
crew were all green hands and shipped 
recently for the war. 
The Merrimac had on board about 
600 tons of coal when she was scuttled 
across the channel. 
The launch from the cruiser which 
followed the Merrimac to the mouth of 
the harbor had the following crew on

slightly injured and their names are not 
known. 
Lieutenant Hobson wras not 
hurt. 
All of the Merrimac’s men are 
held as prisoners of war.

C a p e H a it ie n , Haiti, June 6 .— The 
United States troopship Resolute, form­ 
erly the Yorktown, nuder convoy of the 
torpedoboat destroyer Mayflower, the 
converted Ogden Uoelet yacht of the 
same name, arrived at Mole Bt. Nicolas 
Saturday aud departed shortly after. 
Advices from Mole SSt. Nicolas say 
that Saturday, some distance off Jean 
Rabel. a seaport on the northwest coast 
of Haiti, half way between Port de Paix 
and Mole St. Nicolas, a combat took 
place between three Spanish and four 
American warships. 
The American ships are said to have 
withdrawn from the ^m bat. 
One of the SfuuiisliNVitrships entered 
the harbor of Jean Rabel for water. 
The officers of ships lying at Mole St. 
Nicolas were extremely reticent. 
Jean Rabel is an insignificant seaport 
and there is go telegraphic station 
there. 
It is thought possible that the 
Spanish ships encountered were the 
vanguard of the Cadiz fleet. 
The names of the American ships are 
not ascertained, but it is believed here 
that they were probably scouts. 
P o r t AU P r in c e , June 6 .— According 
to advices from Santiago de Cuba there 
were not more than 17 ships in the of­ 
fing all day Sunday, and it is believed 
there that the three missing vessels 
have gone for provisions and monitions 
of war. 
Sunday afternoon the Haitien steamer 
Nouvelle Voidregue arrived here from 
Cape Haitien, after touching at all the 
ports along the coast. She reports that 
Sunday, at Mole St. Nicolas, she saw 
the United States troop ship Resolute 
awaiting instructions. 
The vessel was 
under convoy. It was ascertained from 
passengers of the Nouvelle Voidregue 
that the Resolute had been pursued be­ 
tween Jean Ravel and Mole St. Nicolas 
by two Spanish corvettes, but had man­ 
aged to escape them. 
K in g s to n . Jamaica, June 6 .—A dis­ 
patch from Port Antonio says: 
“ A vessel that has arrived here from 
Santiago de Cuba 
reports that the 
Americans sunk on Friday night the 
Spanish torpedoboat destroyer Terror.*’ 
The assumption, based 
upon dis­ 
patches from Madrid, has been that the 
destroyer Terror, after leaving Fort de 
France, went to Porto Rico waters, aud 
it is probable that the Port Antonio dis­ 
patch confuses her with her sister de­ 
stroyer, the Furor, as bas several times 
been the case in dispatches from other 
points. 
S t . 
P i e r r e , Martinique, Jane 6 .— 
The British steamer Twickenham, hav­ 
ing remained at Fort de France several 
weeks without getting permission to 
land her cargo of 4,000 tons of coal con­ 
signed to the Spanish consul, will leave 
for Jamaica. 
There are numerous reports that a 
fleet was seen off the northwest of the 
island Saturday, and it may be that the 
Twickenham will go to coal the ships. 


WOUNDED WARRIORS.

W a s h in g t o n , June 6 .—The navy de­ 
partment has received a cablegram an­ 
nouncing the death at Kobe, Japan, 
Saturday, of Captain Charles V. (•rid­ 
ley of the cruiser Olympia, Admiral 
Dewey’s flagship. 
The announcement of his death was 
received by the navy department late 
Sunday afternoon, in a cablegram from 
Paymaster Galt of the navy, dated at 
Kobe, Japan, June 4, and directed to 
Secretary Ling. 
The dispatch con­ 
tained tins simple statement: 
“Captain Gridley died today. 
Re­ 
mains accompany me ou Coptic.” 
Captain Vernon Gridley is the first 
American officer of great prominence 
whose death is a direct result of the ex­ 
isting war with Spurn. 
As the com­ 
mander of Admiral Dewey’s splendid 
flagship and one of the admiral’s chief 
advisers Captain Gridley achieved dis­ 
tinction at the tattle of Manilu bay and 
added to his previous laurels by w in­ 
ning high praise from his superiors in 
the service for distinguished gallantry 
and ability. 
He fought his ship from 
I the 
conning 
tower, while Admiral 
Dewey directed the movements of his 
squadron from the bridge of the vessel. 
It was uot known for several weeks 
after the engagement that Captain 
Gridley had suffered from it, and even 
now the precise nature of his trouble is 
not disclosed. 
Upon the arrival of the Zefiro at 
Hongkong on May 20 the navy depart­ 
ment was notified that Captain Gridley 
had been condemned by a board of med­ 
ical 
survey and “invalided” home. 
Subsequent advices received by the de­ 
partment indicated that Captain Grid­ 
ley was suffering from the effects of a 
rupture, supposed to have been received 
during the battle at Manila, but no de- 
ta’ils were given 
It was not supposed 
that his illness was very serious, as the 
department was informed that the cap­ 
tain, in 9 0 mpuny with Paymaster Galt, 
would leave for home as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
On May 28 they left Hongkong 011 the 
steamer Coptic, one of tile vessels of 
the Occidental and Oriental steamship 
line. 
It woald appear that Captain 
Gridley died about the time the ship 
reached Kobe. 
It is quite evident now 
that he considered his case serious, as 
he did not communicate, so fur as is 
known, with any member of his family 
after the tattle of Manila. 
The distinguished bravery and ability 
of Captain Gridley were recognized by 
the president and, had he lived, promo­ 
tion, doubtless, would have been his 
substantial reward. 
Captain Gridley leaves a wife and 
three children—two daughters and a 
son—-who are now residing with Mrs. 
Gridley’s lather, Judge Vincent, at 
Erie, Pa.

It is, however, demonstrated that if 
the movement of the molecules oeases 
before the breaking point is reached the 
metal may recover. 
Fatigue in metals 
is cured by rest, as is that in human 
beings. 
Sometimes it requires years of 
inaction to bring these metals baok to 
their normal state. 
Edged tools are 
greatly improved by putting away. Al­ 
most every one is fam iliar with the fact 
that razors become after a time almost 
useless. 
If they are put away and al­ 
lowed to remain untouched for a period 
of years, they recover their vitality, so 
to speak, and may be even better than 
they were originally. 
Carpenters and 
workers who use fine tools would find it 
of great advantage to keep duplicate 
sets, one of which m ight be put away 
to rest while the other was doing serv­ 
ice.—New York Ledger.

A Monster Palace. 
Spain possesses one of the largest 
buildings in the world. It is at once a 
palace, a museum, a library, a picture 
gallery, a monastery, a ohurch and a 
burial plaoa This wonderful edifice is 
called the Escorial, although the name 
is very generally corrupted both in Eng­ 
land and America into “ Escurial. ” 
The Escorial was commenced in 1568 
by order of Philip II of Spain and was 
intended partly as a royal burying place 
for the kings of Spain aud partly as a 
commemoration of Philip’s victory over 
the French at St. Quentin in 1557. It is 
built entirely of granite aud measures 
744 feet in length by 580 feet in breadth. 
At each corner is a tower 200 feet in 
height The building is supposed to 
represent an enormous gridiron lying 
upside down, aud this shape is believed 
to have reference to St. Lawrence, who 
was martyred on a gridiron. 
Twenty-one years were spent in build­ 
ing it, and it cost over $12,000,000. It 
has been twice partly destroyed by light­ 
ning and was sacked by the Frenoh sol­ 
diers in 1808. There are 14,000 doors 
and 11,000 windows.

That gen ­

little good, although a great deal of 
work was done in som e wards. 
Frank 
Adam s has been in the auditor’s office 
8 0 long, and is so well know n to a great 
m any people in the city . 
H e also made 
a canv ass, going about the potteries and 
presenting his side of the question.

w as in the city a number of tim es, w hile 
hundreds of Republicans did not know 
Mr. Sheets by sight. 
Mr. Adam s also 
paid som e attention to the oonntry dis­ 
tricts, and the support he receiv ed there 
w as most gratify ing to him self and his 
friends.

THE SH IP’S RUDDER. 


1« Two Parts and tha DlfTarenc« In th« 
Strain That Comes Upon Them. 
The rudder of a wooden ship is com­ 
posed of the stalk and the backing, 
which are so joined together as to form 
In effect a single piece. 
The complete 
rudder is coppered, to protect it from 
worms, and then, besides being practi­ 
cally all in one piece, it has that ap­ 
pearance also. 
The stalk is the part to w hich are at­ 
tached the pintles, or piv ots, by which 
the rudder is suspended and held in 
place, these going throngh ey es set in 
the ship’s Hternpost. 
The stalk runs up 
through the stern of the ship, and to 
its head is bolted a cap to which are at­ 
tached the ropes by means of which the 
rudder is controlled. The backing is the 
blade part of the rudder. 
By far the greater strain comes on 
the stalk, and the greatest strain of all 
comes on the head of the stalk, the 
rudder head, where it is held. 
The 
stalk is made of the wood most likely 
to stand the strain, carefully selected, 
sound, w ell seasoned oak, w hile the 
backing is made of spruce or hard pine. 
The stalk is of a single, solid, » assiv e 
piece, stout as an oak tree and indeed 
of the 
dim ensions of a sm all 
oak, 
som ethiug that a man can pin his faith 
to, if be can hav e faith in any wood, 
w hile the backing or blade is, like 
many modern wooden masts, built up. 
It would be difficult if not impot^ible 
to find trees that would y ield planks 
big euoogb for the purpose in a single 
piece, and the built up backing, made 
of pieces of selected wood, can easily be 
made of am ple strength to withstand 
any strain that w ill be brought upon it. 
As to the stalk, stout and ^ lid as the 
oak may be, the head m ay be twisted 
by the force of a tremendous blow from 
a wav e npon the rudder, or, under the 
repeated strains of long use, the bead 
m ay split, and so make the stalk use­ 
less. 
Then the rudder is taken oat and 
fitted w ith a new stalk. A suitable stick 
is selected and worked down to the 
proper size and form, and v ery probably 
the old baokiug is attached to it. 
The 
life of a rudder stalk would probably 
be 19 to 14 y ears. 
The backing m ight 
last as long as the ship.— N ew York 
Sun.

sand tim es or more. 
“ On the fly leaf of his tex tbooks, on 
the margins o f the newspapers my fa­ 
ther w as a subscriber for, on the en­ 
v elopes and on the unused bits of papers 
in all of the letters that oame to onr 
house he traced those figures in ev ery 
idle mom ent w ithout being able to tell 
w hy he did so. 
My father gav e the lad 
some pretty sev ere thrashings and count­ 
less reprimands for indulging in the 
senseless habit, bat W ill nev er stopped 
it for a day . 
“ When I was 27 and W ill w as 22, I 
told him one day that I w as going to 
play the numbers he was so dev oted to 
in the Louisiaaa lottery and if I drew 
any thing 1 would div ide np w ith him. 
I had been throwing away a dollar in 
the gift enterprise for fiv e or six y ears 
and had nev er drawn a oent. 
I didn’t 
get the unmber I wanted that month, 
but the nex t mouth I got tw o tenth 
tickets, number 15,17 4. and I struck the 
$10,000 capital prize. W ill got one-half 
of the cash, and till the day of his 
death, eight y ears ago, nev er quit talk­ 
ing about the luck his hobby brought 
me. It was the most remarkable inci­ 
dent in my life and the m ost notable 
ocGurreuce in the history of our fam ­ 
ily .’’— L ouisv ille Post.

THE SHIP’S RUDDER. 


f« Two Part* and th* DifTerenc* In th* 
S t r a i n That Cornea Upon Them . 
The rudder of a wooden ship is com­ 
posed of the stalk and the backing, 
which are so joined together as to form 
In effect a single piece. 
The complete 
rudder is coppered, to protect it from 
worms, aud then, besides being practi­ 
cally all in one piece, it has that ap­ 
pearance also. 
The stalk is the part to which are at­ 
tached the pintles, or pivots, by which 
the rudder is suspended and held in 
place, these going through eyes set in 
the ship’s sternpost. The stalk runs up 
through the stern of the ship, aud to 
its head is bolted a cap to which are at­ 
tached the ropes by means of which the 
rudder is controlled. The backing is the 
blade part of tho rudder. 
By far the greater strain comes on 
the stalk, and the greatest strain of all 
comes on the bead of the stalk, the 
rudder head, where it is held. 
The 
stalk is made of the wood most likely 
to stand the strain, carefully selected, 
sound, well seasoned oak, while the 
backing is made of spruce or hard pine. 
The stalk is of a single, solid, massive 
piece, stout as an oak tree and indeed 
of the 
dimensions of a small 
oak, 
something that a man can pin his faith 
to, if be can have faith in any wood, I 
while the backing or blade is, like 
many modern wooden masts, built up. i 
It would be difficult if not impossible ; 
to find trees that would yield planks 
big enough for the purpose in a single 
piece, and the built up backing, made 
of pieces of selected wood, cai! easily be 
made of ample strength to withstand 
any strain that will be brought upon it. 
As to the stalk, stout and solid as the 
oak may be, the head may be twisted 
by the force of a tremendous blow from 
a wave upon the rudder, or, under the 
repeated strains of long use, the head 
may split, and so make the stalk use­ 
less. Then the rudder is taken out and 
fitted with a new stalk. A suitable stick 
is selected and worked down to the 
proper size and form, and very probably 
the old backing is attached to it. 
The 
life of a rudder stalk would probably 
be 12 to 14 years. 
The backing might 
last as long as the ship.—New York 
Sun.

Delicacies to tempt the palates of sick 
I soldiers, appliances for the wounded and 
innumerable m itigations of the suffer­ 
ing that a probably prolonged war 
threatens our brave boys w ith give a 
w ell defined purpose to the enthusiastic 
efforts of thew' patriotic women.

These papers are designed to awaken 
in the breast of every citizen, every wo­ 
man and every child, be they never sc 
poor or obscure, a patriotic sense of his 
or her personal responsibility toward 
the government and tho men who have 
given up their all to sustain the honor 
of the nation at this critical juncture. 
By positively prohibiting a larger con­ 
tribution than 25 cents for adults and IO 
cents for children they put the pledge 
w ithin reach of the poorest, w hile obvi­ 
ating all hum iliating contracts.

An amendment o ffered by Mr. Chil­ 
to n (Dem., Texas.), a member o f the 
finance co mmittee, pro v ides fo r a tax 
graduated acco rding to price upo n all 
articles so ld under a patent right, trade 
mark o r name no t o pen to general use 
and which are no t o therwise taxed by 
the bill.

to affix the stamp.

WAR REVENUE BILL 


Now That It I* Through the Senate It 
W ill lik e ly Be Hurried 
In 
tile Hiume. 


W a s h in g t o n , June 6 .—The war reve­ 
nue bill as it passed the senate Satur­ 
day, when it is presented to the house 
is desired by Chairman Dingley and the 
majority members of the ways and 
means committee to be sent to confer­ 
ence at once and not delay it by debate. 
In accord with this desire the commit­ 
tee on rules probably will report imme­ 
diately a rule identical with or generally 
in line with the resolution which Mr. 
Dingley introduced last week to provide 
for a motion to disagree to the senate 
amendments and request a conference. 
This motion likely will prevail without 
debate aud conferree^ will likely be 
named. 
At present there is an understanding 
that the Hawaiian resolutions provid­ 
ing for annexation are to be considered 
in the house before session adjourn­ 
ment. 
Just when and how the consid­ 
eration shall proceed has not been de­ 
termined. 
A large element wants it to 
come immediately after the revenue bill 
is sent to conference, and are anxious to 
have the matter disposed of pending the 
report of the revenue bill from confer­ 
ence. 
Another element believes an­ 
nexation should wait until after the 
revenue bill has passed so as to avoid all 
possibility of complicating the situa­ 
tion 
The most notable amendment made 
to the measure was that offered by Mr. 
Tillman, Democrat, Sooth Carolina, 
placing a duty of IO cents a pound on 
all tea imported into the United States. 
The amendment created no debate and 
was adopted by a vote of 88 to 82. It is 
calculated by the senate experts that 
the duty, if it be finally enacted into 
law, will raise at least $10,000,000 a 
year, and probably more. 
An amendment offered by Mr. Chil­ 
ton (Dem., Texas.), a member of the 
finance committee, provides for a tax 
graduated according to price upon all 
articles sold under a patent right, trade 
mark or name not open to general use 
and which are not otherwise taxed by 
the bill. 
Through an amendment offered by 
Mr. Lindsay (Dem., K y.), the senate 
decided not to place a stamp tax upon 
bundles of newspapers, wholly or partly 
printed, which weigh less than IOO 
pounds. 
A tax of 4 cents a barrel was placed 
on adulterated flour and a stamp tax of 
I cent on every ticket entitling the 
holder to a seat in a palace or parlor car 
or berth in a sleeping car, the company 
selling the seat or berth being required 
to affix the stamp.

Canada. 


W a sh in g to n, June 0.—Step® were 
taken late last week by which it is ex­ 
pected that Lieutenant Carranza, who 
has conducted the Spanish spy system 
from Montreal, with 
his 
associate, 
Senor du Bose, former first secretary of 
the Spanish legation here, will be ex­ 
pelled from Canada within the next 
few days unless they adopt their own 
means to leave before an international 
question is raised as to their presence 
in Canada. The Carranza letter, de­ 
tailing his spy system, was comm uni. 
cated to the British ambassador, Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, together with all 
other information bearing on the opera­ 
tions of the Spanish officials in Canada. 
The ambassador was quick to act in the 
matter, and, without waiting the slow 
process of the mail, he cabled the entire 
matter to the foreign office. 
No doubt is entertained as to the 
speedy action of the authorities at Lon­ 
don, now that a specific case has been 
made out against the Spanish officials 
in Canada. They would have takeu the 
initiative ere this had there been any­ 
thing more than suspicion as to the 
operations of Carranza aud Du Bose. 
But the Carranza letter was proof posi­ 
tive, aud tho British officials moved 
quickly and on their own volition 
toward securing adequate redress. 
About a week ago an effort was made 
by the Spanish officials to enlist the 
sympathy of the British embassy here 
with an alleged British subject impris­ 
oned at Tampa, who, it is now believed, 
is the Spanish spy alluded to iii Lieu­ 
tenant Carranza’s letter. A Canadian 
lawyer arrived here a week ago Sunday 
and made a personal appeal to Sir Ju­ 
lian Pauncefote to intervene in behalf 
of Mio man imprisoned at 
Tampa. 
There were suspicious circumstances 
connected with the case, aud before 
acting the ambassador asked for a spe­ 
cific recital of all the facts. They were 
not forthcoming and the case was not 
pushed. 
I ne letter secured by secret service 
officers from the Montreal residence of 
Lieutenant Carranza of 
the former 
Spanish legation at Washington, proves 
conclusively that the headquarters of 
tile Spanish spy system is located there 
and copies of the letter have been sent 
to the president and members of the 
cabinet. 
It was sent to Washington over a 
week ago, but was not made public 
until Saturday. 
The letter commented at length on 
matters connected with the war. He 
spoke of sending information to Ad­ 
miral Cervera and General Blanco.
